COMMENTS ON STATEMENT OF ALLOWANCE 

The Examiner includes statements for allowance in the Notice of Allowance and 
Fee(s) Due communication mailed on April 27, 2005. The Examiner's statements 
appear to be correlating a sampling of the numerous deficiencies of the Rodenhouse 
Grip-Lok® reference with patentability of the claims. However, the Examiner's 
statements include incorrect analysis of the Rodenhouse Grip-Lok® reference with 
respect to allowed claims. For example, with regard to allowed claim 59, the Examiner 
states that the Rodenhouse Grip-Lok® reference fails to include "the bottom surface 
having a v-shaped undercut having a conical surface in the undercut that connects the 
lip with a conical underside of the head". 
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A proper analysis of the Rodenhouse Grip-Lok® reference with respect to allowed claim 
59 clearly shows that the Rodenhouse Grip-Lok® reference fails to disclose a bottom 
surface having a v-shaped undercut . It should be noted that the language "a conical 
surface in the undercut that connects the lip with a conical underside of the head" does 
not appear in allowed claim 59. 

In addition, the Examiner's statements failed to address other significant 
deficiencies of the Rodenhouse Grip-Lok® reference when analyzed against the allowed 
claims. As a non-limiting example, the Rodenhouse Grip-Lok® reference clearly fails to 
disclose a screw having the thread pattern of the lower region is symmetrical .
